The Marsdens approached Dr 
Horn lust vear and expressed 
their willingness and ability to 
teach here 

Under the Physioal Education 
Department, two ballet classes 
were started this semester for 
men and women, Mrs. Marsden 
is teaching a beginner's class of 
about 45 women and four men. 
Mr. Marsden is teaching an ad- 
vanced class of about 16 women 
and one man, 

Mr. Marsden, born in Rhode 
Island in 1936, is the founder,
